James Taylor Stockton was born in Ken- 
tucky, June 12, 1813. He embraced religion, 
and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, about the year 1846. Soon after he was 
licensed to preach the gospel, and was received 
on trial in the itinerant work in the Florida 
Annual Conference about the year 1854. lie 
was ordained deacon by Bishop Andrew at Al- 
ligator, Fla., December 28, 1856, and elder by 
the same, December 19, 1858. His third mar- 
riage was to Miss Harriet P. Barce, which oc- 
curred May 17, 1859. Brother Stockton im- 
migrated to Arkansas in 1874, and filled the 
Marshall Circuit as a supply with great accept- 
ability and usefulness. He was readmitted into 
the A rkansas Annual Conference, at Fort Smith, 
October 31, 1874, and was appointed to the 
Huntsville Circuit, and in 1875 was appointed 
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to Hindsville Circuit, which charge he reached 
December 25, 1875, and in two days was strick- 
en down with flux and spinal affection, and 
died January 9, 1876. The grace of God sus- 
tained him in a wonderful degree during the 
whole period of his sickness. He was patient 
and resigned, calm and happy, with sweetest 
joys and visions of expanding brightness of 
heaven’s richest treasures. Thus our dear 
brother passed away to the itinerant’s home on 
high.

Dayiel B. Carter, of the Holston Confer- 
ence, M. E. Church, South, was the second son 
of Ezekiel and Martha Carter, of Greene coun- 
ty, Tennessee. He was born August 25, 1803, 
and died J line 7, 1870. The precise time of his 
conversion is not known, but it is supposed to 
have occurred some time before or during the 
year 1827, he having been licensed to preach in 
October of that year. He was also admitted 
on trial into the traveling connection in 1827, 
and appointed that year to the Sequatchie Cir- 
cuit, with I. Easterly in charge. He was ad- 
mitted into full connection in 1829, and or- 
dained deacon by Joshua Soule. In 1831 he 
was ordained elder by Elijah Hedding. He 
was married to Miss Cynthia C. Burnett in 
1834, who died in July, i 846. In 1849 he was 
again married, this time to Mary W. Aston. 
By reference to the Conference Minutes it will 
be seen that Brother Carter traveled various 
important fields of labor, extending through a 
period of forty-nine years, excepting one year, 
in which he sustained a local relation. It is 
proper to say also that at the session of the 
Conference held in Asheville, N. C., in 1806, 
he withdrew from the M. E. Church, South, 
and became a traveling preacher in the M. E. 
Church, “for reasons,” he said, “best known to 
himself.” In this he was as sincere as in any 
act of his whole life. He was too honest to do 
any thing that he felt was not right. Nor was 
it because he was opposed to the M. E. Church, 
South, in feeling; for in 1808, when the way 
of usefulness opened up again, he returned to 
the M. E. Church, South, and was continued on 
the superannuated list for awhile. lie then 
became effective, and traveled for several years, 
the two last of which were on the Morristown 
and Rutledge circuits. The leading trait in 
his character was devotion to God and fidelity 
to the Church. He never compromised with 
sin, the world, or the devil in any sense. What- 
ever appeared to him to be right was espoused 
by him heartily, and without any regard to 
what men might think or say, though he might 
make many enemies and turn many friends 
against himself. When he knew what God 
would have him do and say, he would do and 
say those very things if the heavens should fall. 
Yet when lie came to die, there was no man 
more loved and honored. Though he waged a 
relentless war against sin, and opposed the sin- 
ner’s views and feelings so many times, yet sin- 
ners reverence his memory and honor his name, 
now that he is gone. He never acted from mo- 
tives of policy; he simply did at all times what 
seemed to be his duty. In this he was a model 
for a Christian minister. The young preacher 
would do well to follow his steps in this re- 
spect. lie had more honor in his death than 
all time-serving principles could have secured 
him At the last Conference he was superan- 



nuated again, and not long thereafter he felt 
symptoms of heart-disease, which grew worse 
until his sudden death, on the 7th of June, 1876. 
His death was peaceful and happy. 11 is faith 
in God was strong to the very last. He desired 
that his love and last blessing should be borne 
to the Holston Conference, with which he never 
expected to meet again until its members all 
meet in heaven.. He said he never had enjoyed 
a Conference so much as our last session, espe- 
cially the society of the young preachers. It 
was his desire to be buried at Liberty Hill 
Church, by the side of Brother Crismond, as 
they had preached and labored together for so 
many years. The morning of his death, while 
at family prayer, he seemed to anticipate his 
speedy dissolution. His prayer was very pow- 
erful, full of heavenly unction. He prayed for 
his family — all present and those absent — for 
his friends and enemies, if he had any; for the 
Church and the ministry, and for the young 
people so recently converted in the revival at 
Morristown. No one seemingly ever enjoyed 
a meeting more. God gave him such a bless- 
ing that lie frequently went all over the house 
shouting and praising God’s name, and talking 
to others about their salvation. A few weeks 
thereafter this useful and faithful servant of 
God peacefully and triumphantly fell asleep in 
Christ. 

James Wesley Dickey was born in Mc- 
Minn county, Tennessee, March 24, 1829. He 
made a profession of religion when ten years 
old, and graduated at Hiwassee College when 
quite young. He was licensed- to preach bv the 
Quarterly Conference of Madisonville Circuit, 
Athens District, David Fleming presiding eld- 
er, June 5, 1852. lie joined the Holston Con- 
ference at Asheville, N. C., October, 1852, and 
was appointed to the Tellico Mission. In 1853 
he was sent to the Salt vi lie Circuit. In 1854 
he was ordained deacon by Bishop Pierce, at 
Cleveland, Tenn., and the following vear trav- 
eled the Burnsville Circuit. In 1855 he was. 
sent to the Abingdon Station. In 1856 he was 
ordained elder by Bishop Early, at Knoxville, 
Tenn., and appointed to the Kingston Circuit. 
He afterward filled the following charges: 1857, 
Jonesboro Station; 1858-9, Marion Circuit; 
1860-1, Parisburg Circuit; 1862-3, Pikeville 
District; 1864, superintendent army missions; 
from 1865 to 1869 he traveled the Abingdon 
District as presiding elder; and from 1869 to 
1873, the Wytheville District; 1873, Marion 
Circuit; 1874, Abingdon Circuit; 1875, he was 
returned to the Abingdon Circuit. He labored 
faithfully here, as everywhere else, until death 
closed his career of toil and self-sacrifice. From 
the above data it will be seen that he spent 
nearly twenty-four years in active labors as an 
itinerant preacher. In 1857 he was married to 
Susan Emeline Waterman, who preceded him 
to their final rest about four years. On Sun- 
day, the 26th of last March, he was violently 
attacked with typhoid fever, and, after linger- 
ing ten days, calmly and sweetly fed asleep in 
Jesus, lie fell in the midst of the fight, and 
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with his armor on. For his last sermon, when 
he little thought it would be his last, he chose 
as a text that beautiful passage in the Epist'e 
to the Philippians : ’ “ For I am in a strait be- 
twixt two, having a desire to depart, and to be 
with Christ, which is far better.” A short time 
before his death, when informed that his end 
was near, and asked if his faith in God was 
still strong, he replied: “It is fixed." Thus this 
faithful man of God passed away to his final 
rest. 

John Reynolds was born in Rowan coun- 
ty, North Carolina, June 4, 1797. lie was the 
son of religious parents, and early had relig- 
ious impressions. Of his conversion he says: 
“Although at the distance of more than sixty 
years, I delight to go back to the very spot 
where God for Christ’s sake spoke peace to 
my troubled soul. 

The gladness of that happy day, 

O may it ever, ever stay ! 

Having found the pearl of great price, I ran 
with eagerness to tell of the power of saving 
grace.” Soon after his conversion he was ap- 
pointed class-leader, a cross to him almost un- 
bearable. In 1818 he was licensed to exhort 
by Zaecheus Dowling, and with him traveled a 
few rounds on Sugar Creek Circuit, South Car- 
olina Conference. Deeply impressed that it 
was his duty to preach, he passed many days 
and nights in a painful struggle between a sense 
of duty and his natural disinclination to enter 
upon a work for which he felt so poorly quali- 
fied on account of his extreme youth and lack 
of education. He was admitted on trial into 
the South Carolina Conference at Augusta, Ga., 
in January, 1819; received into full connection 
in January, 1821, and ordained deacon by Bish- 
op George. He was ordained elder by Bishop 
Roberts in 1825. His health failing, he located 
in 1826, and moved to the mountains of North 
Carolina. In 1855 he was readmitted into the 
traveling connection in the Holston Annual 
Conference. He sustained this relation until 
his death. He was a man of fine common 
sense, and turned to good account the many 
valuable lessons learned in the great school of 
association. Modest, upright, candid, gentle- 
manly, gentle, and yet firmly fixed in his con- 
victions, he won the confidence and Christian 
respect of all who knew him. As a preacher 
he was earnest and practical, pungent, terse, 
impressive, and successful. He aimed at re- 
sults, and achieved them. He was dauntless 
in his devotion to truth and righteousness. 
Persecution and reproach did not deter or 
swerve him from the path of duty. He was a 
pioneer, and rejoiced that he was called to 
share the toils and privations and Christian 
companionship of such men as James O. An- 
drew, Jesse Richardson, Daniel Asbury, Lewis 
Meyers, and Joseph Travis. He was a person- 
al witness of many extraordinary “bodily ex- 
ercises,” as he was wont to call them, in his 
early ministry, in which scores and hundreds 
fell prostrate under his powerful sermons — 



stiff and cold, as if they were dead. Ardently 
attached to the old usages of the Church, he 
feared that he might be denounced as unpro- 
gressive; sti 1, such was his uniform kindness 
and gentleness of manner that every one loved 
and respected him. In his declining years he 
often referred to the marked contrast between 
the present time and the early years of his min- 
istry, in which he and others of his contempo- 
raries encountered pe' tings by stones, pistol- 
shots from furious wretches, and other deeds 
of violence. Denuded of hat, coat, and shoes, 
he was compelled to walk many miles, barefoot 
and with uncovered head exposed to the scorch- 
ing sun, and now and then forced to sleep in 
the jungles of the woods to escape the violence 
of drunken desperadoes. With courage and 
faith, he patiently bore all for the Master’s 
sake. He spent his closing years on the Ashe- 
ville District. They were among his most use- 
ful and happy days, among his children and 
friends. His life was remarkably exemplary, 
and always influential for good. He died as 
he lived — full of faith and the Holy Ghost — 
testifying to all who were permitted to witness 
the closing scenes of his earthly pilgrimage 
that the Lord was with him, that heaven was 
his home, and that the angels were present, 
waiting to convey him to his final and ever- 
lasting rest. The old veteran of the cross fell 
asleep April 11, 1876, and peacefully rests from 
labor on earth. He awaits the resurrection of 
the just.

Norman P. Halsey was born in 1822 or 
1823, in Ohio, being about fifty-three years of 
age when he died, August 5, 1876. He moved 
to Missouri when quite young, was converted 
in early life, and joined the M. E. Church, 
South; was admitted into the Missouri Confer- 
ence in the fall of 1858‘. He had labored as a 
local preacher a few years. He was transferred 
to the Illinois Conference some ten years before 
his death. Brother Halsey was associated with 
our people in their early struggles as a Church 
in this State, and stood shoulder to shoulder 
with the leading itinerants in enduring hard- 
ships, performing earnest labor, sharing largely 
in the success that attended the efforts made to 
establish our Church in Illinois. He was more 
than ordinary as a preacher, a pleasant social 
companion, a good conductor of revival-meet- 
ings, and generally succeeded in building up 
the Church. He had fair administrative abil- 
ity and business capacity. He died loved and 
lamented. A king might well envy the dem- 
onstrations of love and affection manifested 
around his dving-bed and over his remains at 
the funeral. He loved the work of the minis- 
try in life, and in death was cheered with the 
hope inspired by the gospel he preached. He 
gave satisfactory testimony that his future pros- 
pects were bright and enchanting. He left a 
wife and several children, who need the sym- 
pathy and the aid of the Church. May a kind 
Providence graciously sustain them!

Thomas B. Ruble, of the time and place 
of whose birth we have no reliable informa- 
tion, was admitted on trial in the Pittsburg 
Conference in 1835, and was appointed to the 
Monongahela Circuit. In 1836 he was trans- 
ferred to the Missouri Conference, and was ap- 
pointed to the Lexington Circuit. He tilled 
successively the Platte Mission, Platte Circuit, 
Keytesville, Richmond, Nodaway, Warsaw, 
Pottawatomie, Chippewa, and Wea charges, in 
the Missouri Conference. In 1844, when the 
Indian Mission Conference was formed, he fell 
into that division of the work, and was present 
at its first session, and continued a member un- 



til removed by death. He filled many impor- 
tant stations among the Indians. As circuit 
preacher, presiding elder, and superintendent 
of schools, he rendered long and valuable serv- 
ice. For many years he had charge of the As- 
burv Manual Labor School, in the Creek Na- 
tion. Since 1866 his health had been feeble, 
and he was able to perform but little labor, 
yet he did what he could until by sickness and 
hard toil he was compelled to surrender and 
take a superannuated relation. Brother Ruble 
was a man of extensive reading, and was in the 
days of his strength an able expounder of the 
word of God. His life was without reproach, 
and he died in full hope of a crown of life. 
For forty years he was a pioneer in the far 
West, and devoted most of his valuable time 
to the work of missions among the Indian 
tribes. He died May 8, 1876, at the house of 
his brother-in-law, Mr. White McClellan, in 
the State of Arkansas, not far from the Indian 
Territory. His work was glorious, and his end 
was peace. 

John C. Robinson died at his residence, 
Paris, Texas, May 29, 1876, in the fifty-first 
year of his ministry. He was born in Charles- 
ton, England, February 26, 1801. He went to 
sea at the age of twelve years, and served as a 
cabin-boy on a merchantman for three years. 
Fie arrived in the United States at the age of 
fifteen, and in the following year professed re- 
ligion at Carlisle, Pa. He joined the M. E. 
Church, and was licensed to preach in 1825. 
In the division of the Church he adhered to 
the South. In 1827 he rilled the Chair of 
Mathematics in Madison College, under the 
presidency of Dr. Baseom. He subsequently 
preached in the States of Ohio and Kentucky. 
In 1850 he was appointed superintendent of 
the Chickasaw Academy, Indian Territory, in 
which position he served until the beginning 
of the late war. In 1866 he removed to Paris, 
Texas; but, owing to ill health and the infirm- 
ities of age, he was placed on the superannu- 
ated list, where he remained until his death. 
He was a faithful student, a good preacher, and 
a zealous pastor. The interests of the Church 
prospered in his hands. His labors have end- 
ed, and he sleeps in hope of a glorious immor- 
tality.

Richard F. Colburn was born in North 
Carolina in 1814. In early manhood he was 
converted to God, and immediately joined the 
Methodist Church, and was shortly afterward 
licensed to preach. In 1840 he was admitted 
on trial into the Missouri Conference, where he 
remained, filling different appointments, until 
1848, when, in consequence of an attack of 
rheumatism, he had to seek a more Southern 
clime, and was transferred to the Memphis Con- 
ference. His appointments in that Conference 
were Oxford, Hernando, Grenada, and Tren- 
ton stations — all of which he filled with great 
acceptability and usefulness. In 1855 he was 
transferred to the Arkansas Conference, and 
was stationed at Fort Smith. In 1856-7 he 
was at Van Buren. Here follows a brief pe- 
riod in his life to which he ever referred with 
regret. He had a large family, and, being a 
good physician, he located and commenced the 
practice of medicine. He remained in this re- 
lation till 1863, when the war swept from him 
all his property, and in a brief time blotted 
out all his plans, and induced him to return to 
the work so dear to his heart. In 1863-5 he 
was in Little Rock, and no language can ever 
tell what he suffered in the discharge of duty. 
He filled appointments in this Conference till 
1868, when he was granted a superannuated re- 
lation, which he held at the time of his death. 
For nearly or quite ten years he was as great a 
sufferer as was perhaps ever known, and no one 
ever endured with greater patience. We may 
truly say he was made perfect through suffer- 
ing. Ilis end was gloriously triumphant. His 
family were called around his bed, and given 
each a message of love; then the following to 
his Conference, and he w r as gone: “Tell my 
brethren I die in the faith.”

Edmund Waggoner Sehon, son of Major 
John L. and Fannie W. Sehon, was born at 
Moorefield, Hardy county, Va., April 14, 1808. 
When about four years of age, his father, be- 
ing appointed first Chancery Clerk of the West- 
ern Judicial District of Virginia, removed to 
the town of Clarksburg, where Edmund was 
brought up. He was a remarkably sprightly 
boy, and his father, being a man of wealth, de- 
termined to afford him the fullest advantages 
of educational training. After he had under- 
gone the most thorough preparation in the best 
schools of the country, he entered, in about his 
fourteenth year, as a student in the University 
of the State of Ohio, at Athens, where he grad- 
uated with the highest distinction when about 
eighteen years of age. Though his hither had 
designed him for the honorable profession of the 
law, there were not wanting fore-intimations of 
his sacred vocation. He was singularly free 
from the vices common to those of his own age, 
and manifested at all times a prompt and stur- 
dy abhorrence of whatever was profane or vul- 
gar in word or action ; and although at the time 
none of his family were decidedly pious, he 
persisted from early childhood in asserting that 
lie would be a preacher. As he grew toward 
manhood, however, though he continued free 
from gross immorality or any thing inconsistent 
with the utmost purity and refinement, yet he be- 
came vain and thoughtless. Being at home dur- 
ing vacation, in company with some gay young 
friends, he attended a camp-meeting near Clarks- 
burg, the object being a little recreation — per- 
haps a little sport. He was deeply impressed 
w r ith the songs, the prayers, and sermons of the 
occasion. He drew near a tent where the peo- 
ple were holding a prayer-meeting, and where a 
young girl of his acquaintance had just passed 
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from death unto life, who, as soon as she saw 
him, implored him to seek the Saviour. II is 
heart was melted into contrition, and, led for- 
ward by his mother, he prostrated himself be- 
fore the mercy-seat, and was soon happily con- 
verted. This event occurred September 20, 
1824. Soon after his conversion he felt that he 
ought to preach the gospel. He frankly dis- 
closed his convictions to his parents. This in- 
telligence was specially unwelcome to his fa- 
ther. He had no objections to his son’s being 
religious; and yet, w r ith his aristocratic notions, 
he would much have preferred that hi's relig- 
ion should have been less demonstrative, and 
that he should have united with a more fash- 
ionable Church — more in agreement with the 
social status of the family; but that he should 
become a preacher, and especially a Methodist 
preacher, a Methodist circuit -rider, was more 
than he could brook; it would contravene all 
his fondly cherished hopes of his son. He 
hoped that by the time he should graduate he 
would be free from what he regarded as a 
whim of his youthful enthusiasm. In this, 
however, he was destined to be sorely disap- 
pointed. Shortly after his return to the Uni- 
versity he was appointed leader of a class of fif- 
teen members. He was licensed to exhort June 
26, 1826. His license to exhort was renewed 
August 25, 1827, under the Rev. David Young, 
presiding elder. After he graduated he was li- 
censed to preach by the Quarterly Conference 
of the Clarksburg (Va.) Station, Monongahela 
District, Pittsburg Conference, October 10, 1827; 
the Rev. William Stevens, presiding elder. 
Soon after, he was employed by Mr. Stevens 
on the Lewis Circuit, Virginia. lie was after- 
ward employed by the Rev. T. Flemming on 
the Red Stone Circuit, till the session of the 
Pittsburg Conference, which met at Salem, Pa., 
in 1828, when he was received on trial into the 
traveling connection, and appointed as junior 
preacher on the Youngstown Circuit, Ohio; the 
Rev. B, O. Plimpton, preacher in charge, and 
the Rev. Ira Eddy, presiding elder. In 1829 
he was appointed as junior preacher on the 
Monongahela Circuit, with the Rev, Robert 
Boyd, preacher in charge. At the close of his 
second year, on the 22d of August, 1830, at 
Uniontown, Pa., he was ordained to the office 
of deacon by Bishop Soule, and by him trans- 
ferred to the Ohio Conference, and stationed at 
Cincinnati, having for his colleagues G. B. Fin- 
ley, Nathan Emory, and S. A. Latta. In 1831 
he was again appointed to Cincinnati, having 
for his colleogues T. A. Morris, Nathan Em- 
ory, and W. B. Christie. On the 23d of Septem- 
ber, 1832, at Dayton, O., he was ordained to the 
office of elder by Bishop Emory, and appointed 
Agent of the American Colonization Society. 
In 1833 he was transferred by Bishop Soule to 
the Missouri Conference, and stationed at St. 
Louis, During this year, September 4, 1833, 
he was married to Miss Caroline A. McLane, 
daughter of Hon. William McLane, of Cincin- 
nati, who for more than forty years was “ a help- 
meet for him” In 1834 he was transferred back 
to the Ohio Conference by Bishop Soule, and 



stationed at Columbus, where he remained two 
years. In 1836 he was appointed to the West- 
ern charge in Cincinnati, where he remained 
two years. In 1838 he was appointed Agent, 
of Augusta College. In 1839 he was appointed 
to the eastern charge in Cincinnati, where he 
remained one year. In 1840 he was appointed 
General Agent of the American Bible Society 
for the West, in which office he remained five 
years. He was a delegate to the General Con- 
ference in New York in 1844 from the Ohio 
Conference. Taking ground with the Southern 
delegates, he adhered to the Southern Church 
in 1845, and became a member of the Tennes- 
see Conference. He was electe l as one of the 
delegates of that Conference to the General 
Conference of the M. E. Church, South, which 
met at Petersburg, Va., in 1846. He was im- 
mediately transferred to the Kentucky Confer- 
ence, and stationed at Soule Chapel, Cincin- 
nati. In 1847 he was transferred to the Louis- 
ville Conference, and appointed by Bishop 
Paine to the Louisville District; but, at the ear- 
nest solicitation of the people,’ he was stationed 
at Fourth Street in the same district (where he 
remained two years), and Rev. Thomas Maddin 
was transferred from the Tennessee Conference 
and placed on the district. In 1850 he was 
stationed at Sehon Chapel, in Louisville. In 
the same year he was a delegate from the 
Louisville Conference to the General Confer- 
ence at St. Louis. At this General Conference 
he was elected Corresponding Secretary of the 
Missionary Society of the M. E. Church, South, 
which office he filled with great credit to him- 
self and usefulness to the Church till 1868. In 
1854 he was reserve delegate from the Louis- 
ville Conference to the General Conference a. 
Columbus, Ga. He was a delegate to the Gen- 
eral Conference at New Orleans in 1866, and 
received a large vote for the episcopacy. After 
his resignation of the Missionary Secretaryship 
he was stationed at Shelby Street, Louisville, 
in 1868, where he remained three years. He 
was a rtiember of the General Conference in 
1870 at Memphis. In 1871 he was appoint- 
ed presiding elder of the Louisville District, 
where he remained four years. He was a mem- 
ber of the General Conference in 1874 at Louis- 
ville. In 1875 he was appointed to the Bowl- 
ing Green District, which position he occupied 
at the time of his death, which occurred J.une 
7, 1876. Dr. Sehon had suffered several years 
from an affection of the heart, which grew 
worse from time to time. He was able to at- 
tend to his work till about tlie first of April of 
the present year, when he was mainly cdhfined 
to his room and to his bed. A few days before 
his death he was stricken with paralysis on the 
right side, and was never able to speak more. 
He retained his mental faculties, however, to 
the last, and by most significant signs expressed 
his perfect readiness to depart and be with 
Christ. A few hours before Ids death he audi- 
bly hummed the Long Meter Doxologv, “ Praise 
God, from whom all blessings flow;” and then 
raised his left-hand and in the same manner pro- 
nounced the benediction. Seldom has there oc- 
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cnrred in the history of the saints a death so 
peaceful, triumphant — yea, sublime — as that of 
Dr. Sehon. He was a man of rare natural en- 
dowments. In person he was graceful and ele- 
gant. His voice was the perfection of music. 
His gestures were unaffected and natural. He 
had every grace of the finished orator combined 
with the fire of true eloquence. Above all, 
and without which his other endowments would 
have been of no avail to the great ends of his 
ministry, he was a converted and holy man, 
preaching the gospel from a personal experi- 
ence of its divine truth, and illustrating it in 
his life. Dr. Sehon made no attempt in his 
preaching to produce elaborate discourses, dis- 
tinguished for their profound reasoning and 
rhetorical perfection. He aimed rather at all 
times to reach the hearts of the people, to bring 
them to repentance and to bring them to Christ, 
and to build them up in holy living. While he 
possessed the true catholic spirit in an eminent 
degree, he was a Methodist, believing Methodist 
doctrines, and embracing Methodist polity and 
usages with all his heart. He loved all men ; 
he loved the brotherhood, and especially his 
brethren of the ministry. Never was he known 
to speak unkindly or disparagingly of a brother. 
In all the troubles and deep sorrows of the lat- 
ter part of his life, and especially in his last af- 
fliction, he was perfectly resigned to the will of 
God. Our beloved brother had fought a good 
fight, he had finished his course, he had kept 
the faith, and when the time of his departure 
came he was ready. Looking forward, he was 
assured that a crown of righteousness awaited 
him, to be conferred by the Lord, the righteous 
Judge.

Thomas Taylor was born in Oxford, N. 
C’., October 9, 1811. In 1828 he removed to 
Tennessee with his parents, who settled near 
Whiteville, in Hardeman county. He was con- 
verted at Ebenezer Camp-meeting, in 1829, and 
the following year w r as licensed to preach by 
the Rev. Thomas Smith, presiding elder, and 
recommended for admission to Conference. At 
Franklin, Tenn., in November, 1830, he was ad- 
mitted on trial in the Tennessee Conference, and 
appointed to Gibson Circuit. Being of a deli- 
cate constitution, and not able to undergo the 
hardships of the itinerancy in a newly settled 
country, he discontinued at the ensuing session 
of the Conference. He was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Soule, in Florence, Ala., November 1, 
1835; and elder by Bishop Andrew, in Jack- 
son, Tenn., November 8, 1840. His degree of 
D.D. was conferred by Andrew College, Tren- 
ton, Tenn. For thirty-six years he continued 



in the local ranks, until November, 1867, when 
he was admitted on trial in the Memphis An- 
nual Conference, at Paducah, Ky. In 1866 
Bishop Paine had appointed him superintend- 
ent of the work among the colored people, and 
he wa' continued in this work until the Gen- 
eral Conference of the Colored M. E. Church 
in America was organized, in Jackson, Tenn., 
in 1870. He was appointed to Mifflin Circuit . 
in 1870-1, and 1872, supernumerary; 1873-4, 
Jackson City Mission ; 1875, superannuated. At 
his home, near Jackson, Tenn., September 3, 
1876, in the quiet of a holy Sabbath-day, he 
calmly fell asleep, and no doubt entered “that 
everlasting rest the saints enjoy in heaven.” 
His illness was long and painful, but borne 
with Christian patience and fortitude. “All ’s 
right” were his dying- words; and doubtless 
all was right with him. To his brethren of the 
Memphis Conference he sent the following mes- 
sage : “ Tell my brethren at Conference that the 
gospel I have tried to preach is not in vain, but 
is the power of God unto salvation; and if I 
should be gone before you return, tell my breth- 
ren the last time you saw me I was nearly 
home, and the road was clear the rest of the 
way.” Our brother was twice married — first, 
on September 21, 1831, to Miss Juliana Gil- 
christ, of Gibson county, Tenn., who died De- 
cember 28, 1842; and second, on May 1, 1845, to 
Mrs. Rebecca F. Meriwether, of Madison coun- 
ty, Tenn., who survives to mourn the great loss 
which she, his friends, and the Church have sus- 
tained. Two points in the life of our deceased 
brother deserve special mention, viz.: 1. His 
success as a local preacher. He was no idler 
in the vineyard of the Lord. During the many 
years of his local ministry he was abundant in 
labors — instant in season and out of season. 
Possessed of an ample fortune previous to the 
war, and diligent in the service of the Master, 
he preached the gospel faithfully to white and 
black in the regions round about his home, and 
exercised great influence, social and religious. 
Few men, if any, have accomplished more good 
in that section of our Conference. 2. His suc- 
cess in organizing the colored Conferences. This 
was the great work of his useful life. Subse- 
quent to the war, when the colored membership 
of the M. E. Church, South, was disorganized 
and in great danger of being lost to us, there 
was need of a leader to quiet dissatisfaction, re- 
store confidence, and bring order out of confu- 
sion. Brother Taylor’s zeal for Christ and de- 
votion to the Church, together with his earnest 
sympathy for the colored people, and his knowl- 
edge of their character and wants, acquired by 
long and faithful labors among them, marked 
him as a suitable man for this work. In the 
autumn of 1866 Bishop Paine appointed him 
superintendent of the work among the colored 
people, and the result proved the wisdom of the 
appointment. With untiring zeal he prosecuted 
this work which many regarded as useless. Un- 
der his management it soon assumed shape, 
and steadily increased in extent and influence. 
Churches were organized and supplied with 
pastors; Quarterly, District, and Annual Con- 
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ferences were held, until he was permitted to 
behold the consummation of his labors in the 
organization of the General Conference of the 
Colored M. E. Church in America, and the 
election of two bishops to preside over the 
work. In these labors he won the lasting af- 
fection of the colored people, and is held in 
grateful remembrance by them. Verily he 
shall in no wise lose his reward. Many will 
rise up and call him blessed, and God is not 
unrighteous to forget his work of faith and la- 
bor of love. 

John G. Glasgow was born March 20, 1819; 
professed faith in Christ September 1, 1838; 
was licensed to preach August 16, 1846, under 
the ministry of the Rev. Robert Gregory, pre- 
siding elder; was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Capers November 15, 1850, at Trenton, Tenn.; 
was ordained elder by Bishop Pierce Novem- 
ber 2, 1856, at Batesville, Ark. For more than 
twenty years Brother Glasgow continued to 
serve the Church as a local preacher.' Late in 
life he entered the itinerant work. It was a 
mistake on his part, for his zeal rose above his 
strength. In November, 1869, he was admit- 
ted on trial into the traveling connection, and 
appointed to Rock Spring Circuit; in 1870, to 
the Purdy Circuit; 1871, Murray Circuit; 1872, 
Conyersville Circuit; 1873, Briensburg Circuit. 
In 1874 he was made supernumerary, on ac- 
count of ill health, which relation he sustained 
till his death. Brother Glasgow was a plain, 
modest Christian minister, seeking no prefer- 
ment, but content with a humble sphere in his 
Master’s work. He aspired to nothing great 
in the ministry beyond that greatness which is 
found in a knowledge and delivery of the sim- 
plest truths of the Bible. His knowledge of 
books was limited. Above all, he loved the 
Scriptures, and studied them as best he could. 
Here was his delight. His last sickness was 
short, but he was ready. Patiently and quietly 
he fell asleep in Christ, hoping for the resur- 
rection of the just.

John Henry Anderson was born in Giles 
county, Tennessee, August 8, 1850; embraced 
religion, and joined the M. E. Church, South, 
September, 1862; was licensed to preach Sep- 
tember 9, 1865; was married February 28, 
1872, in Tuscumbia, Ala., to Miss Bernie Mo- 
ran; and died in Giles county, Tennessee, Sep- 
tember 14, 1&76. He was admitted on trial in 
the Tennessee Conference in 1867; ordained 
deacon by Bishop Paine, at Murfreesboro, 
Tenn., September 19, 1869, and elder bv Bish- 
op Pierce, in Florence, Ala., November 19, 
1871. He was connected with the Tennessee 
Conference three years. In 1870, when the 
North Alabama Conference was organized, he 
became a member of this Conference. He 
filled the following appointments: Tuscumbia, 
three years, Talladega, two years. In 1875 he 
was appointed to Courtland, but was unable to 
do much work. He possessed distinctive and 
salient points of character, which gave orig- 
inality and force to his preaching, and marked 
him as a man of decided talents and of brill- 
iant intellect. He had been well educated, anti 
knew how to use and improve his talents and 
education for the good of others. He brought 
all his gifts to God’s altar, and consecrated 
them to the service of the Master. He loved 
the work of a preacher of the gospel, and en- 
joyed the comforts which How from a con- 
sciousness of duty discharged. He had a prop- 
er estimate of his high calling and the dignity 
and responsibility which belong to an elder in 
the Church of God. As a preacher he was 
pointed, terse, forcible, and not unfrequently 
eloquent. Often the deep under-current of love 
and anxious concern for souls would burst forth 
in accents of tenderest pathos, moving and 
melting his audience to tears and repentance. 
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His life possessed a good savor, and shed a 
light all around him. His cheerful disposition 
sweetened the cup of life’s sorrows with many 
a soothing word and hope-inspiring thought. 
He carried a cheerful heart ami a smiling face 
amidst the ravages of disease and in the pres- 
ence of death. He lived happy, and died tri- 
umphant. He toiled on to the last; though 
faint and weary, he would still struggle to 
preach one more sermon or say one more word 
for his blessed Saviour. 

Green B. Wilson was born in Perry coun- 
ty, Alabama, June 18, 1833; professed religion 
at eleven years of age, and joined the M. E. 
Church, South. He was licensed to preach in 
the autumn of 1870. He was admitted on trial 
into the North Alabama Conference November, 
1871, and was appointed to Kennedale Mission. 
He was appointed to Bexar Circuit in 1873-4, 
to Sheffield Circuit in 1875, to Lnxapilla Cir- 
cuit in 1876, on which work he died October 
20, 1876. He was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Marvin, at Talladega, November 23, 1873. 
Brother Wilson labored six years in the itin- 
erancy without interruption from any cause, 
and bid fair to make one of our most efficient 
and useful preachers. He was faithfully en- 
gaged in his labors up to the short sickness 
which terminated in death, being taken ill at 
the camp-meetilig on his own work, in which 
he seemed to be unusually spiritual. In an 
interview with his esteemed wife she told 
Brother Coleman that he gave no expression 
as to his state during his short, fatal illness. 
Though it is well to leave dying testimony that 
all is right, it is the record that nnwks the histo- 
ry of the good man’s life that is the guarantee of 
his safety in eternity. His life — characterized 
by a deep piety and zeal for liis Master’s cause, by 
his consistent example adorning the profession 
he made and the doctrine he preached — is the 
evidence upon which we base our hope of his 
everlasting happiness with his God. Living 
testimony in health, amid trials and sufferings, 
labors and duties, is the evidence upon which 
we look, and looking cannot doubt. Brother 
Wilson was greatly beloved by the people 
among whom lie labored the Conference-year 
just closed. We are informed that he labored 
more successfully in building up the Church 
and impressing the truths of the Christian re- 
ligion upon the minds of the people the past 
Conference-year than any previous year of his 
ministerial history. It was remarked repeat- 
edly during the last Quarterly Conference on 
his charge that it seemed mysterious that he 
should be taken from them amid so much use- 
fulness. His presiding elder was earnestly re- 
quested to procure a preacher qualified to fol- 
low up the good work he had begun. His 
obsequies were performed by the Bev. E. F. S. 
Roberts, and a very large concourse of people 
attended on the occasion. 

Edward B. McClellan was born in Frank- 
lin county, Tennessee, December 9, 1831. His 
parents being Christians, he was surrounded in 



early life by religions influences, and was con- 
verted, and joined the M. E. Church, South, 
w hen but a youth. He was licensed to preach 
on the Talladega Circuit October 15, 1854, the 
Rev. Walter H. McDaniel, presiding elder. He 
joined the Alabama Conference on trial at its 
session in Talladega, December, 1854, and was 
received into full connection at the session of 
this Conference at Selma, December, 1857; and 
was ordained deacon at the same time and place 
bv Bishop Soule; and was also ordained elder 
by Bishop Early at Greensboro, December, 
1861. The following list shows the charges 
he served and the relations he held while con- 
nected with the Conference: Pickens Circuit, 
1855; Columbus Circuit, 1856; Autuga Cir- 
cuit, 1^57; Black Oak Circuit, 1858; New Lex- 
ington Circuit, 1859; superannuated, 1860;

During the years of the 
war, from 1862 to 1865, the care and protection 
of his orphan sisters devolved upon him, his 
brothers being in the Confederate service. For 
many years his health was greatly impaired, 
which somewhat interfered with his work and 
efficiency as an itinerant preacher. During the 
years in which he held the relations of super- 
numerary and superannuated he preached as 
regularly as opportunity offered and his health 
would permit. He was a man of intellectual 
breadth, sound judgment, and comprehensive 
views. He was well read in literature, loving 
especially the standard poets; and was esteemed 
by his brethren as a superior theologian. He 
held the form of sound words and sound doc- 
trine. His range of intelligence was too ex- 
tensive and his knowledge too thorough to be 
carried away by silly and idle parade about 
science, so called. His mind could not be per- 
verted nor his faith impaired by the misty 
mazes of what is termed the advanced thought 
of the age. He was a man of great moral 
worth and integrity. His character was with- 
out reproach. His piety was steady, and he 
loved to reflect upon and talk about the clime 
fadeless and pure, where the saints see God as 
he is, “nor sin nor sorrow know.” He died at 
his home in Ashville, St. Clair county, Ala., 
July 15, 1876, in great peace and quiet assur- 
ance of a blissful immortality. His obsequies 
were performed on Sunday after his death, in 
the presence of a concourse of his kindred, 
friends, and neighbors, at the very hour that he 
would, according to his regular appointment, 
have been preaching to the church and congre- 
gation of the place.

Jesse W. Carroll was born in Wilkes 
county, Georgia, September 17, 1800. lie was 
married to Miss Ann Hodge, daughter of the 
Rev. James Hodge, of Jasper county, Georgia, 
in 1820, and soon thereafter removed to Newton 
county, Georgia. He professed religion soon 
after his marriage, and joined the M. E. Church. 



He served the Church first as exhorter, and 
then as local preacher. In 1838 he was or- 
dained local deacon bv Bishop Andrew. He 
was admitted on trial into the Georgia Confer- 
ence in 1839, and appointed to the Zebulon Cir- 
cuit for 1840 and perhaps 1841. In 1842 he 
was admitted into full connection in the Con- 
ference, and ordained elder by Bishop Waugh. 
He continued in the regular itinerant work un- 
til 1851. In 1851 and 1852 he was left without 
appointments, at his own request. In 1853 he 
was upon the Blairville Circuit. In 1854 he 
was superannuated. In 1855 he was made ef- 
fective, and appointed to the Worth Mission. 
In 1856 he was again superannuated, and con- 
tinued in this relation to the Conference until 
he died, in Rockdale county, Georgia, May 11, 
1876. Brother Carroll was a man of good na- 
tive abilities. He was eminently practical in 
his turn of mind. He was naturally averse to 
all that was visionary, and loved to deal with 
realities and things substantial. He did not 
enjoy the advantages of early education. While 
he did what he could to supply this want, he 
always felt sorely his deprivation. He was a 
man of remarkably fine spirit and excellent so- 
cial qualities. Benevolence was one of his 
striking characteristics. He was one of the 
kindest and most affectionate husbands and a 
loving and indulgent father. As a Christian 
he was uniform and consistent in his life. He 
enjoyed the esteem and confidence of all who 
knew him. His religious experience was clear 
and satisfactory. He rejoiced in the conscious- 
ness of sins pardoned and the witness of the 
Spirit. He always had words of cheer for those 
in trouble, and words of sympathy and comfort 
for those in distress. He was a plain, doctrinal 
preacher. Experimental religion was the sta- 
ple of most of his sermons. The consciousness 
of sins forgiven and the witness of the Spirit 
were favorite themes with him. Many Chris- 
tian hearts have been strengthened, confirmed, 
and comforted by his ministry. His plain but 
forcible language, his homely yet pertinent il- 
lustrations, his earnest and persuasive appeals, 
accompanied by the power of the Holy Ghost, 
often startled sinners, and brought them with 
penitential tears to the feet of Jesus. Many 
among the redeemed will recognize him as 
God’s instrument in their salvation. After 
forty-two years of faithful ministerial labor, the 
time for his discharge and reward came. Worn 
out by labors and age, disease had but little left 
to do. From the beginning of his last sickness 
he had a premonition of approaching dissolu- 
tion. His minul remained unimpaired up to 
the moment of death. He was remarkably pa- 
tient and fully resigned to the will of God. 
With a calmness and serenity that only a Chris- 
tian can feel he watched the mysterious prog- 
ress of death. At intervals he felt for the faint 
pulsations in his temples when they could no 
longer be felt in his arm. At last the wheels 
of life stood still, and the spirit went up to God 
who gave it. His body now sleeps by the side 
of his wife in the cemetery at Conyers, Ga. 
There it will rest until the morning of the res- 
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n erection, when it will awake in the likeness of 
its glorified Redeemer. 

Benjamin J. Johnson, son of the Rev. Wad- 
dell Johnson, died December 22, 1875, aged 
about forty-six years. He had been a member 
of the Church since his seventeenth year. The 
beginning of his itinerant ministry was in the 
Florida Conference. He traveled in that con- 
nection six years, and was transferred to the 
Georgia Conference in 1863. During his mem- 
bership in this body he has served the follow- 
ing circuits: Jackson, 1864; Jonesboro, 1865; 
Spring Place, 1866; Whitefield, 1867; Calhoun, 
1868; Lawrenceville, 1869-70; Atlanta, 1871-2; 
Gumming, 1873; and Culloden, 1874. He was 
appointed to Putnam Circuit for 1875, but was 
crippled bv a fall from his buggy before he 
reached his work. This injury to his ankle 
finally resulted in the amputation of the limb. 
He lingered, in constant suffering, till the year 
was nearly gone. Our last Conference placed 
him on the superannuated list, but the Master 
did not leave him long among these worthy vet- 
erans. In less than three weeks his suffering 
time was ended, the maimed body laid aside, 
and the happy spirit entered where there is no 
more pain. Brother Johnson was a plain, un- 
pretentious man. With unflinching self-denial 
lie went cheerfully wherever the bishop direct- 
ed, happy and contented in such work as his 
brethren judged most for the glory of God. He 
could live on less money and do more and bet- 
ter work than the average of his brethren. A 
strong, faithful preacher, of sound doctrine; a 
thorough Methodist, of nerve and devotion to 
the itinerant plan, he would have made a 
worthy member of the heroic hand of Francis 
Asbury. He possessed a deep experience of re- 
ligion, having obtained the blessing of perfect 
love at Culloden in 1874. We have often seen 
him when his face seemed aglow with heavenly 
light, and heard him praise the Lord with joy- 
ful lips. Six months before he died he met 
with the La Grange District Conference at Car- 
rollton, where he enjoyed an overwhelming 
blessing. When he was nearing the last hour 
his joy was ecstatic. As long as he was con- 
scious he was happy in present joy and in the 
prospect of the heavenly home. The conse- 
crated life and triumphant death of such a one 
as Brother Johnson are facts which only our 
holy religion can explain. Here we see him 
poor, afflicted, and dying, leaving his wife and 
children without means, yet happy in his love 
for God and his Church, and victorious in his 
conflict with death. “ Let me die the death of 
the righteous, and let nsy last end be like his.” 

Robert F. Jones, son of the venerable James 
Jones, of this Conference, was born in De Kalb 
county, Georgia, Novemebr 19, 1829, and died 
near Senoia January 17, 1876. He was con- 
verted at Warrenton camp-meeting in 1842, 
and united with the Georgia Conference at Sa- 
vannah January 8, 1851. His first pastoral 
field was Hancock Mission; next he was junior 
preacher on Dahlonega Circuit. In December 



of that year he located, that he might he able 
to return the money a friend had advanced for 
his college expenses. He accomplished this in 
time for readmission at Atlanta December, 1854, 
and was appointed to Dalton for 1855, and Cal- 
houn for 1856-7. In 185S he was President 
of the Cherokee Wesleyan Institute at Cave 
Spring. Afterward he served circuits in the 
following order: Bethel, 1859-60; Weston. 
1861; Sumpter, 1862; Whitesville, 1863-4; 
Coweta, 1865-8; Merriwether, 1869-70; Grant- 
ville, 1871-2; Senoia, 1873-5. On this work 
his hitherto feeble health completely gave way, 
and he received a superannuated relation at our 
last Conference. As a pastor he endeared him- 
self to his people. He wore well. No circuit ever 
became tired of his ministrations. In building 
churches, establishing Sunday-schools, and pas- 
toral visiting, he did much that never went into 
the papers. His gentle words were especially 
soothing to the afflicted. As a brother beloved 
his friendship was abiding as his life. He trust- 
ed and loved his brethren — pure in heart, con- 
scientious even in trivial matters, liberal and 
generous, he was in full sympathy with them in 
every good word and work. As a preacher he 
was a close student and an original thinker. 
His sermons were generally expository and 
practical. They were distinguished by intense 
earnestness and captivating simplicity. His 
character was well developed in all these years 
of labor and suffering, but his last days were 
the best. When he became too weak to stand 
up, he would still go to his appointments, and 
sit and expound the word of the Lord. In a 
fove-feast not long before he died he said : 

‘ Brethren, I know the end is near; I must soon 
abandon mv work; my body is nearly worn out 
now; but, thank God! its decay is a constant 
fertilizer of my faith. I hate to quit preach- 
ing, but no doubt God knows as well when to 
stop a minister as when to start him.” A few 
days before his death he said to a brother in 
the ministry: “I am now laid aside from the 
work of my life, but I would rather be a preach- 
er than President of the United States. If the 
Lord should raise me up, and restore me to 
health, I would be willing to take the hardest 
mission in the Conference for fifty years, and 
risk my support, for the glorious privilege of 
preaching the gospel to sinners.” The pros- 
pect of dying was not a terror to him. Accom- 
panied by his nephew, the Rev. W. K. Foote, 
jr., he visited the graves of his sainted wife and 
mother. Between the two graves was space 
enough left for a third. Looking at this, he 
said, “ Willie, do you know what that space was 
left for?” The reply was, “No, sir.” “ It was 
left,” said he, “to bury me in, and I will occu- 
py it before long. ‘O death! where is tliy 
sting? O grave! where is thy victory?’ Will- 
ie, to him who trusts in ( hrist death has no 
sting. The best thing a Christian can do is to 
die.” So happy were his last hours that the 
friend at whose house he died said : “ I have no 
fears of calamity to my house while that good 
man is sheltered by its roof.” The virtues of 
Christianity were exhibited in the life and its 
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triumphs were illustrated in the death of our 
brother, who leaves to his orphan children and 
to us the heritage of a good name, which is bet- 
ter than precious ointment. 

Gadwet/l Jefferson Pearce was born in 
Jackson county, Georgia, April 10, 1813; pro- 
fessed religion, and joined the M. E. Church, 
in Muscogee county, Georgia, in 1838; admit- 
ted on trial into the Georgia Conference, at 
Eatonton, December, 1838; in 1839 was junior 
preacher on Greenville Circuit; in 1840 was 
junior preacher at Columbus, under Dr. -Lovick 
Pierce; admitted into full connection and or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Andrew in 1841 ; in 
1843 was ordained elder by Bishop Andrew; in 
1841-3 served Darien, Lumpkin, and Borne cir- 
cuits; stationed in Tallahassee, Fla., in 1844; 
served the colored charge in Savannah in 1845; 
stationed in Athens in 1846-7; was married 
June 2, 1846, to Miss E. A. Glenn, worthy 
daughter of the Kev. J. W. Glenn of precious 
memory; stationed in Macon in 1848; stationed 
in Augusta in 1849-50; presiding elder on the 
La Grange District in 1851 ; from 1852-60, was 
Agent of the American Bible Society; from 
1861 to 1864 inclusive, was President of La 
Grange Female College; in 1865-7, was again 
Agent of the American Bible Society; was 
Sunday-school Agent of the North Georgia 
Conference in 1868-70; in 1871-2, was presid- 
ing elder on the Rome District. In the winter 
of 1872 he was transferred to the South Georgia 
Conference, with the hope that the change to a 
milder climate might afford him some relief 
from asthma, from which he had been suffering 
for many years. He was stationed at First 
Street Church in Macon in 1873. In Decem- 
ber, 1873, he was received by transfer from the 
South Georgia Conference, and because of the 
utter failure of his health, his name was placed 
upon the list of superannuated preachers of the 
North Georgia Conference. He died suddenly, 
at his home in Decatur, Ga., on the 29th of Jan- 
uary, 1876. Brother Pearce would have im- 
pressed any stranger as a man of mark. No- 
bility, sagacity, and individuality were stamped 
upon his face. Though brave and commanding 
in appearance, he had the tenderest sensibilities 
and the finest social qualities. He was always 
affable, genial, sympathetic, and full of love for 
his fellow-iuen. lie was wont to say that he 
“called no man master but Jesus Christ;” yet 
he was eminently just to his equals and kind to 
his inferiors. Such was his guileless demeanor, 
his dauntless candor, straightforward honesty, 
and considerate kindness, that he endeared him- 
self to his brethren in the ministry, and won 
the confidence and friendship of all who knew 
liin». He possessed a strong and active intel- 
lect. Having been for many years of his life a 
diligent student, his mind was well trained and 
stored with historic and classic learning. As a 
Christian he was noted for his strong faith and 
full consecration to God. It was his habit to 
commit all to God, and implicitly trust him for 
all things. He was remarkably faithful to all 
the trusts committed to him, and in their exe- 



cution seemed neither to seek the approbation 
nor fear the frowns of men. He feared and 
reverenced God, and was scrupulously obedient 
to what he believed to be the divine will. His 
was an intense nature, that under divine grace 
flowed out into a life of strong religious convic- 
tions, heroic independence, and burning zeal. 
He was universally recognized as one of our 
strongest and most useful preachers. His ideal 
of preaching, as he often expressed it, was to 
“read the Scriptures and give the sense.” His 
style was expository. He was vehement, but 
his vehemence was of sentiment and not of pas- 
sion. When under the inspiration of the Holy 
Ghost, his expositions of divine truth were re- 
markably luminous and powerful. 1 1 is resources 
as a preacher, under heavy and continuous de- 
mands, were seemingly inexhaustible. He loved 
to preach, and often in his flood-tides of victory 
said he “would rather, if it was the will of God, 
preach, pray, and weep among sinners on earth 
than to participate with angels in their heavenly 
joys.” He suffered for years from some serious 
derangement of his nervous system. This often 
depressed him, and sometimes impaired his 
otherwise productive and brilliant preaching 
powers; but it never affected him in what were 
his striking religious characteristics — inflexible 
integrity, exemplary piety, and profound devo- 
tion to God. Many remarkable revivals were 
among the fruits of his ministry. Many re- 
deemed souls will be his “hope and joy and 
crown of rejoicing in the presence of our Lord 
Jesus Christ at his coming.” 

John H. Mashburn, of the North Georgia 
Conference, was born in North Carolina August 
20, 1803, and died in Gainesville, Ga., June 13, 
1876. He moved to Georgia while quite young, 
and on his twentieth birthday was converted to 
God and joined the Methodist Church, of which 
he was a consistent and useful member until lie 
passed from the Church below to the Church 
above. He was licensed to preach bv Thomas 
Samford, presiding elder of the Athens Dis- 
trict, October 15, 1827; was ordained deacon 
by Bishop James O. Andrew, in La Grange, 
Ga., January 6, 1833; and ordained elder bv 
Bishop Thomas A. Morris, in Athens, Ga., De- 
cember 18, 1837. He served the Church as a 
local preacher for twenty years, and as an itin- 
erant preacher for twentv-tive years or more. 
Brother Mashburn was admitted on trial into 
the Conference January 8, 1851. He was ap- 
pointed to the Clarksville Circuit for 1851; t;» 
the Gainesville Circuit, 1852; to Clarksville 
again in 1853; to Canton in 1854; to Dahlon- 
egn, 1855. He served the Ellijay Mission in 
1856, and again in 1857. He was on the Cal- 
houn Circuit in 1858; on Currahee Mission in 
1859; on the La Fayette Circuit in 1860; De- 
catur Circuit in 1861 ; was chaplain in the Con- 
federate States army in 1862; supernumerary 
on the Cumming Circuit for four years — from 
1862 to 1868. He was appointed to regular 
work again on the Jefferson Circuit, Elbert >n 
District, in 1868-9. lie was on the Carnesviile 
Circuit in 1870-1; on the Mulberry Circuit in 
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1872-3; on the Air-line Mission in 1874; on 
the Hall Circuit, Gainesville District, in 1875; 
and the Gillsville Circuit in 1876, when his 
term of ministerial labors in the gospel ceased 
with his life on the earth. Brother Mashburn 
was married twice. The union with his first 
wife was happv, and not unfavorable to his 
ministry. God blessed them with a family of 
eight children, all of whom they brought up 
in the nurture and admonition of the Lord and 
in the walks of piety. One son became a pious, 
useful local preacher, and preceded the father 
to the better land. Seven still live, and all are 
acceptable members of the M. E. Church, 
South. He was married to his second wife, 
Mrs. Nancy M. Butler, August 27, 1869, whose 
only child was a daughter, and is still living. 
This marriage was also happy. They were 
“ heirs of the grace of life together.” Brother 
Mashburn was a man of fine physical propor- 
tions, endowed with an excellent constitution, 
inured to labor and hardness; and with a good 
native intellect, well cultivated for his limited 
opportunities. With a good mind well stored 
with the treasures of God’s word, and with the 
practical knowledge of the world, of men and 
things, and the realities of life, he improved 
well the talents committed to his keeping, and 
made a useful laborer in the field of his Master 
— won many sheaves, and has doubtless gone 
home to receive a good reward. He possessed 
a good judgment and a well-balanced, practical 
mind, manifested alike in the prudent manage- 
ment of his own temporal affairs and the busi- 
ness of the Church. By his prudent economy, 
though his allowance was often meager, he 
avoided embarrassment, lived comfortably, and 
left his wife a comfortable home. As a local 
preacher in the country in which he lived and 
labored during- his twenty years of local service, 
he rendered valuable and, efficient aid and co- 
operation in a section where the gospel was 
much needed in those years to civilize and 
Christianize the people and to prepare the way 
for the Church when much of the land was not 
yet possessed by any Christian denomination. 
As a preacher he was earnest, spiritual, and 
practical. He was a man of a good spirit — 
cheerful, conscientious, popular in his sphere, 
acceptable, and useful. He was humble and 
ever ready and willing to do and suffer the will 
of his Master without murmuring, proving in 
sincerity his subjection to the gospel. He was 
noted for his punctuality and fidelity as a 
Christian and a minister. He did not confer 
with flesh and blood when duty called for labor 
and sacrifice. One day last March, while try- 
ing to reach his appointment, so great was his 
suffering form exposure to the cold that he 
never afterward entirely recovered from its ef- 
fects. During his last illness, which continued 
for a week or more, he suffered extremely in 
body, but was calm and peaceful in spirit. Con- 
scious of approaching dissolution, he had no 
fears of the future. lie calmly made his will, 
and arranged all his temporal matters to his 
satisfaction. His prospect was bright and cloud- 
less. When he was asked if he could still trust 



in God, he answered emphatically and with 
emotion, “ I do.” He said he had made it the 
great concern of his life to know God experi- 
mentally, to have and enjoy communion with 
him. He assured his friends of a well-ground- 
ed hope of eternal life. He often rejoiced in 
the spirit, and said much to cheer and comfort 
all around him. He was buried, according to 
his wish, without much ceremony, at Ebenezer 
Church, in Forsyth county. The ground for 
the church and the cemetery was given by 
him, and the spot for his grave selected years 
ago. A good and useful man has departed from 
us. He was faithful unto death, and He who 
said, “He that is faithful in the least is faithful 
in much,” and chose unlettered fishermen, and 
made them bright and shining lights, and ac- 
cepted and rewarded their services, has doubt- 
less accepted the services of Brother Mashburn, 
and crowned him with unfading glory at his 
own right-hand. We commend his family to 
the prayers and loving care of the Church. 

The last end 

Of t lie good man is peace. How calm his exit! 

Night-dews fall not more gently to the ground, 

Nor weary, worn-out winds expire so soft. 

John H. Harris, son of the Rev. West Har- 
ris and of Martha Harvey, his wife, was born 
June 7, 1830. He was converted at the age of 
eighteen years, at Salem Camp-ground, Newton 
county, Ga. He was licensed to preach in 1850, 
and admitted on trial in the Georgia Conference 
of the M. E. Church, South, at Savannah, Jan- 
uary 8, 1851. He was appointed to the Wat- 
kinsville Circuit as junior preacher for 1851 ; to 
Lexington Circuit for 1852; to Carnesville Cir- 
cuit for 1853. He was on the Elberton Circuit 
in 1854, on the Clarksville Circuit in 1855; sta- 
tioned at the colored Church, Columbus, in 
1856; at the colored Church in Athens, Ga., in 
1857; at Cuthbert in 1858; at Fort Gaines in 
1859; on the Lumpkin Circuit in 1860; on the 
Hamilton Circuit in 1861-2. Ilis health fail- 
ing, he was supernumerary in 1863-5. He was 
at Fort Gaines in 1866. He took a location in 
December of that year. He was on the Blake- 
ly Circuit in 1868, when lie was transferred to 
the North Georgia Conference. He was sent to 
the McDonough Circuit in 1869, where he re- 
mained in charge for four years. He was on 
the Newton Circuit in 1873. He was then sta- 
tioned at Evans’s Chapel, Atlanta, Ga., in 1874— 
6, where he died, February 17, 1876, of palpi- 
tation of the heart, from which disease he had 
been a sufferer for some time previous. On the 
day of his death he spent the afternoon in pas- 
toral visiting. Finding himself in the evening 
uncomfortable from an attack of his affection, 
he was lying down, conversing in his usual 
cheerful manner, when suddenly he turned him- 
self on his bed, and after a brief paroxysm his 
spirit departed in peace to the God who gave 
it. Brother Harris was married twice — in 1853 
to Miss Martha Banks, and in 1857 to Miss E. 
Parks, the daughter of the Rev. William G. 
Parks of precious memory. These marriages 
were happy unions. His last wife, an excel- 
lent ladv, and her six children still live, mourn- 
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ing the departed husband and father. Brother 
Harris as a man was a high-toned, large-heart- 
ed Christian gentleman. As a husband and 
father he was most affectionate and happy, 
making all happy about him. As a Christian 
he was devout, consecrated, and liberal in spir- 
it. As a preacher he was clear, spiritual, prac- 
tical, and abundant in labors and usefulness. 
For point, pathos, and effect few preachers in 
his Conference surpassed him. He was happy 
in illustration, and his preaching was persua- 
sive and powerful in the liberty of the Holy 
Ghost. He was popular, and his bright, cheer- 
ful face and sunny disposition, added to the so- 
cial qualities which he possessed in a remark- 
able degree, gave him great advantages as a 
pastor. Having access to the hearts of the peo- 
ple, he realized the largest success in winning 
souls to Christ. He addressed himself to the 
work of the pastorate with great devotion, and 
his labors were signally owned and blessed of 
God — large additions were made to the Church 
by his ministry, and revival power followed 
and accompanied his word and work. While 
he was on the McDonough Circuit, where he 
remained four years in perfect accordance with 
the wish of the people, it was publicly stated in 
the District Conference in his behalf, as the 
highest eulogy and testimonial of his accepta- 
bility, that but for the statute of limitation, 
with the consent of the appointing power, 
Brother Harris might be considered settled for 
life. Such was the devotion of the people who 
loved him living, and mourn him now dead. 
The people of Evans’s Chapel especially will 
ever cherish Iils memory with the profoundest 
love and gratitude. “The memory of the just 
is blessed.” His life and influence in the 
Church are a precious heritage. This Confer- 
ence, bereaved by his death, and honored by 
his stainless character and devoted life, cannot 
better commemorate the virtues of our brother

Over his death and grave we sor- 
row not as those who have no hope, and may 
even be as those who, though they weep, are 
counseled in God’s word to “be as they who 
weep not;” for he is doubtless to-night in 
heaven, “where the wicked cease from troub- 
ling, and the weary are at rest.”

Peter Mixter Marmox was born in Har- 
deman county, Tennessee, February 16, 1833; 
professed religion and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in 1844; was licensed 
to preach May 26, 1S66; was admitted on trial 
into the traveling connection at the session of 
the North Mississippi Conference held at Wa- 
ter Valley, December, 1870, at which time he 
was ordained deacon by Bishop Doggett. At 
this Conference he was appointed to Hickory 
Flat Circuit, which work lie served acceptably 
for two successive years. In 1873 he traveled 
the Lamar Circuit, in 1874-5 the Cornersville 
Circuit. At Aberdeen, November 25, 1S74, he 
was ordained elder by Bishop Doggett. His 
last appointment was the Holly Springs Cir- 
cuit, upon which work he had scarcely entered 



when, on the 31st of December, 1875, his trag- 
ical end took place. Brother Marmon was one 
of nature’s noblemen, refined by divine grace. 
There was never any thing against his moral 
character or official administration. Such was 
the uniform answer when his character was 
called at all the sessions of which he was a 
member. We feel that we pass the highest 
eulogy upon him when we sav he was a good 
man. As a preacher our brother was plain, 
practical, careful, sound. To the penitent he 
was a safe counselor, and a profitable compan- 
ion for the Christian. He loved the cause of 
God, and to it he gave the strength of his man- 
hood, the force of his influence, and the warm- 
est affections of his heart. It was at a great 
sacrifice of worldly good that Brother Marmon 
became an itinerant. Being possessed of fine 
business capacity, he might have amassed large 
wealth, and lived in ease and affluence; but he 
chose rather to become a humble preacher of 
the gospel, and to this work he consecrated his 
life. He was the benefactor of the poor. Many 
will rise up in that day and call him blessed. 
The poor man and the widow and the orphan 
shared largely in his liberality. 

James M. Mitchell, son of the Rev. Will- 
iam B. and Sarah Mitchell, was born in Yalo- 
busha county, Mississippi, December 8, 1844; 
professed religion in La Fayette county, Mis- 
sissippi, September 1, 1871; joined the North 
Mississippi Conference at its session held in 
Corinth in the fall of 1872. He was appointed 
to the Coffeeville Circuit for the year 1873, to 
the Hickory Flat Circuit for the year 1874. lie 
was ordained deacon November 29, 1874, at 
Aberdeen, bv Bishop Doggett, and reappointed 
to the Hickory Flat Circuit for the year 1875. 
He was appointed to Cornersville Circuit for 
the year 1876, but on the death of the Rev. P. 
M. Marmon, very soon after Conference, he 
was changed to the Holly Springs Circuit, in 
the bounds of which he died October 4, 1876. 
The traits of character most prominent in 
Brother Mitchell were courage, devotion, ener- 
gy, and perseverance. All these lie carried 
into the itinerant work, and these constituted 
the secret of his success. Before he entered 
the traveling connection he had a good trade, 
was doing a tine business, and making money. 
Although he was without experience as a 
preacher, and had a young and growing family 
to provide for, yet ‘‘he conferred not with flesh 
and blood,” but gave up his secular business 
and worldly prospects, and went forth as an 
embassador of Christ, His salaries being small, 
he was compelled to labor with his own hands 
in order to provide for his wife and children. 
His heroic efforts in this direction were such as 
to command the admiration of those who wit- 
nessed them. These efforts were not made to 
accumulate property, but “that he might be 
chargeable to no man.” He applied himself to 
the work of the ministry with a constancy of 
devotion and an earnest enthusiasm that were 
remarkable. One who knew him well says: 
“ I have rarely met with a young man who 
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evinced so deep an interest in his work. He 
talked of but little else. He was ‘instant in 
season and out of season,’ literally ‘ abounding 
in the work of the Lord.’” His usefulness in- 
creased with his years. The last year of his 
life was the most laborious and the most suc- 
cessful. Having an appointment that prom- 
ised a tolerable support for his family, he threw 
all his strength and energy into his work, and, 
in connection with his young colleague, the 
Rev. J. A. Bowen, gave attention to every in- 
terest of the Church. A revival flame spread 
over the circuit, and the Church prospered in 
all her interests. He was unremitting and 
constant in labors, often going when friends 
thought that he should rest. And rest did 
did come at last! The death of this faithful 
workman of God was a grand triumph of the 
gospel of Jesus. Being told a few hours before 
he died that his end was near, he received the 
intelligence without emotion, and proceeded 
calmly to give minute directions about his tem- 
poral business. He then requested that he 
might not be troubled any further with tempo- 
ral matters, but be allowed to-give his thoughts 
entirely to the future. Addressing his brother, 
the Rev. R. P. Mitchell, he said, “Can you sing 
‘Land of Beulah?’” After the song, and a 
prayer by his father, he said to his brother, 

“ When you see I am almost gone, I want you 
to sing ‘There is a land of pure delight,’ with 
the chorus, 

O heaven! sweet heaven! 

Home of the blest.” 

Thus he continued to talk until just before he 
expired, when he said to his brother: “I can 
just discern your features. The darkness of 
death is upon me. Don’t you think it is time 
to sing that song?” The song was sung, and 
then, after a few brief expressions of joy, he 
fell asleep sweetly in Jesus. 

Lorenzo Lea was the son of the late Will- 
iam Lea, of Leasburg, N. C., and was born Jan- 
uary 4, 1806. He enjoyed the advantage of 
early religious culture, and professed faith in 
Christ when about sixteen years of age. In 
youth he was characterized by firmness, integ- 
rity, and pure morality. Having been pre- 
pared by academical training, he entered the 
University of North Carolina in the days of its 
greatest prosperity. Such was his diligence and 
success that he graduated in 1825, among the 
most distinguished in his class. During his 
connection with the college he was noted for his 
consistent Christian life. The estimate placed 
upon his character as a scholar was manifested 
by the fact that immediately on his graduation 
he was employed as a tutor in the institution. 
Having served in that capacity two years, he 
resigned, and entered upon the study of medi- 
cine; but becoming convinced that it was his 
duty to preach the gospel, he abandoned medi- 
cine, and began a preparation for the ministry. 
He entered the Virginia Conference in 1830. 
It was soon apparent that he possessed talents 
of a high order. Having traveled two years, 
he was elected to the preparatory department 



of Randolph-Macon College, then but partly 
organized — a position which he filled about five 
years. Ilis experience and labors here devel- 
oped in him an aptitude for teaching which led 
him to consecrate his life chiefly to the work of 
an educator, in connection with preaching the 
gospel. In institutions of learning of high 
grade in North Carolina, Virginia, Tennessee, 
and Mississippi, he enjoyed an enviable reputa- 
tion and a field of extensive usefulness. Many 
young people of both sexes have been the ben- 
eficiaries of his instructions, and blessed by his 
godly example and counsel. As a man of mind 
and education he occupied a high position 
among the great and learned. His mental en- 
dowments were superior, and his literary attain- 
ments extensive and accurate. He was well 
versed in the doctrines of theology. He stud- 
ied the Bible in its original languages, and was 
an able expounder of the Holy Scriptures. He 
took a philosophical and comprehensive view 
of the doctrines of Christianity. In preaching 
he was plain and forcible, always conveying 
valuable instruction and exciting deep religious 
interest. He continued to preach the gospel 
with increasing earnestness and zeal as long as 
he was able to occupy the pulpit. As a Chris- 
tian he was decided and devoted. Though not 
demonstrative, he often felt happy, and rejoiced 
in hope of the glory of God. Religion took a 
strong hold of his mind and heart, and thus 
prepared him for his eternal home in heaven. 
Death had no terrors for him. He anticipated 
his end, and was prepared for the solemn 
change. He died in Corinth, October 7, 1876.

Wiley Wilson Thomas was born in Fort 
Deposit, Tenn., May 7, 1810, and died at Whe- 
lock, Texas, October 8, 1876. He was convert- 
ed at a camp-meeting in Shelby county, Ala- 
bama, and joined the M. E. Church in 1S32. 
He was admitted on trial at the first session of 
the Alabama Conference. He served the Church 
in that State, filling acceptably many important 
stations, until he located in order to come to 
Texas. He had charge of the Philadelphia 
Circuit, in the bounds of the Mississippi Con- 
ference, for two years before he came to Texas, 
having been employed by the presiding elder 
of the Brandon District. He came to Texas in 
1869, and was readmitted into the traveling con- 
nection in the North-west Texas Conference at 
Waxahaeliie in 1870. Corsicana Circuit was 
his first pastoral charge. He traveled the 
Weatherford Circuit in 1871, and was reap- 
pointed to the same work in 1872. In 1873 he 
was appointed to Walnut Creek Circuit. He 
was a supernumerary in 1874, a part of which 
time he had charge of Springtown Mission. In 
1875 he had charge of the Wheeloek Circuit, 
and was reappointed to the same work, where 
he closed his earthly mission. He was an ex- 
cellent preacher, whose faith, zeal, and good 
works were the characteristics of his life. He 
continued to preach until a short time before 
his death. He went to Wheeloek to attend the 
last Quarterly Conference of his Circuit, and 
died before its close. He was remarkable for 
his consistency, uniformity of life, and fidelity 
to God. He died in peace, without a cloud, in 
the triumphs of gospel faith, and in sight of 
heaven.

[The following Memoir hns been delayed, owing to 
the difficulty in obtaining the data; but it is deemed 
proper, even at this late day, to record this tribute to 
a worthy man. — En.] 

James Calvin Stewart was born in Iredell 
county, North Carolina, in the year 1822. He 
was of a Presbyterian family, and had the 
training of a religious mother and the advan- 
tage of an early acquaintance with the Bible, 
whole chapters of which he would commit to 
memory while a little Sunday-school scholar. 
There were no Sunday-school libraries in those 
days; only the Bible and the Catechism were 
used. That love of learning for which his 
whole life was distinguished exhibited itself at 
a very early age. lie read Latin and Greek 
fluently at ten. He had a very retentive mem- 
ory, and delighted in books. After receiving 
the requisite preparatory training at Bethany 
Academy, in his native county, he entered Da- 
vidson College, from which he was duly and 
honorably graduated. Emigrating to Alabama, 
he there taught school several years with emi- 
nent success. Entering the Kentucky Medical 
University, he there studied medicine and ob- 
tained his diploma. His ardent spirit led him 
to enlist as a volunteer soldier during the Mex- 
ican war, serving his country bravely and faith- 
fully. The circumstances attending his conver- 
sion and call to the ministry are not known to 
us. At one time he was a skeptic, his mind re- 
coiling from the harsher interpretations of the 
system of Christian doctrine with which he was 
familiar. His adoption of Arminian or Wes- 
leyan theology was coincident with his conver- 
sion, and in his adherence to these views he 
never afterward wavered. In them he found a 
refuge from unbelief, and rest to his troubled 
soul. Called of God, he soon assumed the sa- 
cred and solemn responsibilities of the Chris- 
tian ministry, and became a preacher of a pres- 
ent, free, and full salvation to every one that 
believeth. At the call of the Church, tired 
with the love of souls, he came to (Jalifornia as 
a missionary in February, 1855. Here in the 
Pacific Conference he entered upon a ministry 
characterized bv a zeal always glowing, a dili- 
gence that led him constantly to redeem the 
time, and a self-denial that was conspicuous 
even among the members of that heroic band 
who laid the foundations of Southern Method- 
ism on this coast. He filled successively the 
following appointments in the Pacific Confer- 
ence, viz.: April 18, 1855 (Conference held in 
Sacramento b sent to El Dorado Circuit; Feb- 
ruary 21, 1856 (Conference held in San Fran- 
cisco), sent to Iowa Hill Circuit; November 4, 
1857 (Conference held in San Jose), sent to Iowa 
City; October 13, 1858 (Conference held in 



Stockton), made Tract Agent and member of 
Sacramento Quarterly Conference; September 
28, 1859 (Conference held in San Francisco), 
made Agent of Pacific Methodist College and 
member of Sacramento Quarterly Conference; 
October 17, 1860 (Conference held in Sacra- 
mento), Agent of Pacific Methodist College and 
member of Sacramento Quarterly Conference; 
October 2, 1861 (Conference held on Macedonia 
Camp-ground), sent to Sonoma and Napa Cir- 
cuits, and made Secretary of Conference. Oc- 
tober 1, 1862 (Conference held in San Jose), 
sent to Los Angeles Circuit, and made Secreta- 
ry of Conference; October 7, 1863 (Conference 
held in Petaluma), sent to Los Angeles Circuit, 
and made Secretary of the Conference. As a 
preacher he was clear in statement, sound in 
doctrine, earnest and persuasive in manner, 
aiming more to reach the hearts and con- 
sciences of his hearers than to excite their ad- 
miration or win their applause. In all the 
work of a Methodist preacher he was a shining 
example of fidelity. He neglected no part of 
his duty. There were no blanks in his annual 
reports to his Conference. He was not an idler, 
but a laborer in the Master’s vineyard. When 
our late unhappy sectional war broke out, he 
was moved with a profound sympathy for his 
suffering people. As a native son of the South, 
he felt that he ought to be with her in the hour 
of her agony. He brooded and prayed over 
the matter — hesitatingly, yet drawn by an im- 
pulse which was natural to one who neither 
shunned suffering nor feared death. In 1864, 
leaving Los Angeles Circuit, to which he had 
been appointed, he started on his journey home. 
It proved, in the mysterious permissive provi- 
dence of God, to be a journey home in a sense 
more solemn and sublime than he intended. 
Turning his face toward the Rio Grande, he 
started on horseback on his long ride through 
Mexico, and was cruelly murdered by the 
treacherous assassin who had offered to be the 
companion of his travel. The last entry made 
in his diary was this: “Lord Jesus, guide and 
keep me this day.” Before the ink had fairly 
dried upon the page the brave, true heart had 
ceased to beat, and the mortal life of James 
Calvin Stewart was ended. That such a death 
should follow such a life is one of the many 
mysteries which will only be revealed at the 
judgment-day. In one sense it was a fitting 
death for our brother. He died a martyr — a 
martyr to the conviction that it was his duty to 
share the sufferings and the fate of his people. 
No grave-stone yet marks the lonely spot where 
his body awaits the resurrection; but as none 
has been more faithful, so of all the honored 
and beloved dead of the Pacific Conference 
none will wear a brighter crown than our 
Stewart.

Edward Howell Myers was born in Or- 
ange county, New York, on the 9th of January, 
1816, and had just completed his sixtieth year. 
His father emigrated to Florida during his 
childhood, and he was reared to manhood in 
that State. He received thorough academic 
training, and graduated with distinction at 
Randolph-Macon College, Virginia, in the year 
1838. It was during his college life that he 
recognized God’s claims to his service in the 
work of the ministry. In a letter from Ran- 



dolph-Macon, in July, 1837, there occurs this 
language : “ In order to discharge my duty more 
faithfully to my God and to my fellow-creatures, 

I have taken license to preach.” Upon leaving 
college, he was first employed in the Manual 
Labor School, at Covington, and afterward as 
tutor in Emory College, at Oxford, Ga. In 
January, 1841, he was admitted on trial into 
the Georgia Conference, and was regularly en- 
gaged in the work of the pastorate until 1845, 
when he was called to the Professorship of Nat- 
ural Science in Wesleyan Female College, at 
Macon, Ga. In July, 1851, he succeeded Dr. 
William H. Ellison in the presidency of the 
college, which position he filled with great dis- 
tinction to himself and advantage to the college 
till he was called to the editorial chair of the 
Southern Christian Advocate by the General Con- 
ference of 1854. For seventeen years he occu- 
pied this responsible position, and was an active 
agent in molding opinion on all the great ques- 
tions of Church polity. In the winter of 1871 
he resigned this important trust, to meet the 
w r ants of the Church a second time as President 
of Wesleyan Female College, a post made va- 
cant by the death of the lamented Dr. Bonnell. 
After three years of service in the college, he 
returned to the regular pastorate, and at the 
Conference held in Savannah in December, 
1874, he was appointed to Trinity Church, of 
that city; and at the ensuing session he was re- 
appointed to the same charge, from which he 
was called to his place in the Church above. 
We have merely mentioned the fields of labor 
in which he toiled. What he accomplished 
would fill a volume. He was a master-work- 
man in all departments of labor. A thorough 
scholar himself, the impress of his great mind 
was seen in the well-stored and polished intel- 
lects that enjoyed the benefit of his teaching. 
Female education in Georgia owes much to 
him, for no instructor of women had higher re- 
gard for their claims, or did more to elevate 
and improve them. He was a Christian teach- 
er, and sought the religious welfare of his pu- 
pils. While polishing their minds, he strove 
also to cultivate their hearts, and he was never 
satisfied unless he saw the fruit of his labor. 
His heart was often cheered by assurances of 
his success. He had many letters, from time to 
time, from former pupils, saying, in effect: 
“You, my dear teacher, first brought me to a 
knowledge of my Saviour. I owe all my Chris- 
tian life to your prayers and counsels while in 
college.” Such testimonials from grateful pu- 
pils have, since his death, brought comfort to 
the mourning heart of his bereaved widow, and 
constitute an enduring monument of his useful 
life. Dr. Myers as a writer and editor had few 
equals. Refined and cultivated in taste, he pos- 
sessed rare qualifications for the important and 
delicate duties connected with the editorial 
chair. Original, discriminating, bold, he never 
hesitated in the expression of his views on all 
the great questions suitable for discussion in a 
religious journal. He was judicious and far- 
seeing. He had an analytical mind. Surface 
work did not satisfy him. He penetrated subjects 
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and understood them thoroughly. Ilis opinions 
were not hastily formed, and though quick in 
his apprehensions of men and things, his judg- 
ments were always founded upon reason. lie 
was tenacious of his opinions because he was 
conscientious. lie sought for the truth, and 
when he obtained what he conceived to be 
truth, he never relinquished it unless convinced 
that his own judgment was mistaken; then he 
was prompt in his confession of error. Dr. 
M vers was a candid man. He never sought 
the good-will of men by flattering them. Mo- 
tives of policy and self-aggrandizement never 
controlled his action. “Is it right?” “What 
is my duty?” were the great questions that reg- 
ulated his life. Kind-hearted, generous, unsus- 
pecting, he sought to obey the golden rule, and 
did to others as he would have them do to him. 
His candor was sometimes misconstrued, but 
time generally set him right, and those who 
were wounded by his plain words came to love 
him as a true friend. Dr. Myers, as a preacher, 
possessed rare powers. He loved to preach. It 
was the work to which he believed God had 
called him. A serious throat affection made it 
impossible for him to devote himself exclusively 
to the ministry. He never allowed an oppor- 
tunity to preach to pass unimproved. His ex- 
egesis of texts was always satisfactory. He 
thoroughly analyzed his subject, and from the 
store-house of his varied knowledge shed light 
upon the most recondite themes, so that his hear- 
ers went away instructed and editied. There 
were times when he preached with surpassing 
power and eloquence. Rising with t'he grand- 
eur of his theme, he carried his audience with 
him, and ofttimes, under the spell of his burn- 
ing words, multitudes have been cut to the heart. 
In prayer, like Jacob, he wrestled with God, 
and as a “prince” he prevailed. Such humble 
supplication, such earnest entreaty, such tender 
intercession, such overwhelming appeals to the 
Divine heart, have seldom been heard from 
mortal lips. He seemed to take hold of the 
very horns of the altar, and the answer gener- 
ally came in copious showers of grace. His 
last official work was perhaps his greatest. In- 
trusted by the chief officers of the Church with 
the delicate matters of fraternity between the 
Northern and Southern branches of Method- 
ism, he became the great pacificator — so that 
the Northern Commission unanimously testify 
of his meek, gentle, peace-loving, Christ-like 
spirit, and attribute to his presence and influ- 
ence, more than to that of any other member of 
the Joint Commission, the harmonious and sat- 
isfactory settlement of the questions that had 
disturbed the Church for thirty years. His book 
on the “Two Methodisms” showed his intel- 
lectual grasp, illustrated his thorough knowl- 
edge of the whole question at issue; his mag- 
nanimity and Christ-likeness appear in his will- 
ingness to forget his book for the peace of Je- 
rusalem. Some feared that Dr. Myers would 
be impracticable, and that the breach would 
be widened by his presence; but his charity 
bridged the chasm, his religion cemented the 
lxm l of union, and he went to his death with the 



blessing of the peace-maker resting upon his 
head. He was a wise counselor, and no man 
in all the Church was better calculated to lead 
the hosts of Israel. In Annual and General 
Conferences his voice was uttered in wisdom, 
and much of the improvement in Southern 
Methodism is largely, if not chiefly, owing to 
his counsels. He loved the Church, the whole 
Church; his heart beat in sympathy with all 
that concerned its weal. Broad, catholic, large- 
hearted, “no pent-up Utica” confined his views, 
but in his far-reaching plans, he looked to the 
geneial triumph of the gospel, and was ready 
to sacrifice all that was dear to himself for the 
advancement of his Master’s kingdom. His 
trust in the providence of God was implicit, 
lie had an unwavering faith, based upon his 
knowledge of God through Christ. He trusted 
God as a child trusts his parent — confidingly 
and lovingly. It was in this spirit of trust that 
lie hastened to the plague-stricken city of Sa- 
vannah upon the first announcement of the 
presence of yellow fever in that city. Sojourn- 
ing for several weeks at the North, in the in- 
terest of the Church, in full health, he had rea- 
son to believe that he was going into the very 
jaws of death. Yet duty called him — his flock 
was without a shepherd — they needed his pres- 
ence — and to such a man the voice of duty was 
the voice of God. For a month, by day and 
night, he braved the pestilence, waiting upon 
the sick and ministering to the dying. His 
heart was touched by the scenes of woe which 
he was called upon to witness, and from the last 
scene of distress he turned away, saying, “I 
had rather die myself than witness another 
such scene.” His work was done. The Master 
saw that his servant was ready, and called him 
to his reward. The fatal disease seized him on 
Thursday, and on the following Tuesday, Sep- 
tember 26, at seven o’clock in the morning, E. 
H. Myers was dead. His beloved wife, the day 
before, conscious of his extreme illness, had 
questioned him on the subject of his prepara- 
tion. His reply was: “I am ready; I have 
been ready for many years.” Noble man! 
Sainted martyr! The life of faith which he 
led kept him ready for his translation, whether 
by Elijah’s rapturous flight or the terrible epi- 
demic of yellow fever. As he neared his end 
articulation was denied him, and he who had 
so often thrilled others by the powers of his 
eloquence lay helpless and speechless, and all 
that could be gathered from his almost silent 
lips were, “Wife, children, Church” — the three 
objects nearest his heart — meaning, doubtless, 
“ May the God of the Church I have loved so 
well take care of my wife and children !” a sa- 
cred legacy which the Church will never for- 
get. Thus died this great and good man, in the 
rich maturity of his powers, and crowned with 
the love and confidence of his brethren. We 
shall miss his familiar face, his genial smile, 
his wise counsels. Long years will pass before 
another his equal shall take his place. Yet, 
while we miss him, we rejoice in the grace that 
redeemed and sanctified him, and made him 
worthy of a martyr’s crown. May the great 
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Head of the Church comfort the widow and or- 
phans of our beloved brother, and inspire us 
Avith the faith and zeal that made his life noble 



and his death glorious!

Warren Wharton was born in Guilford 
county, North Carolina, March 5, 1820. He was 
converted in August, 1840, and in the same 
year was united in marriage to Miss Sarah 
Clark, of Green county, Missouri. In 1843 he 
was licensed to preach, and joined the Missouri 
Conference. He was first appointed to Hart- 
ville Circuit. In 1S44, to Neosho Circuit; 
1845, to Greenfield Circuit; 1846, to St. Louis 
Circuit; 1847, to Jefferson City Station; 1848- 
49, to Asbury Chapel (St. Louis); 1850, to 
Potosi Circuit; 1851, to Jackson Circuit; 1852- 
53, to Asbury Chapel; 1854, to Roonville; 
1855-56, to Arrow Rock Circuit; 1857, to 
Cambridge; 1858, agent for Central College; 
1859-60, to Waverly; 1861, to Cambridge; 
after which, on account of ill health, he lo- 
cated. Becoming dissatisfied with this rela- 
tion, and still wishing to devote himself en- 
tirely to the work of the ministry, though his 
health was not good, he reentered the Confer- 
ence, and in 1865-66 was stationed in Kansas 
City. His health growing worse, he located. 
Recovering his health to some extent, he was 
reiiomitted in 1871, and stationed at Spring- 
field; 1872, Sedalia Circuit; 1873, Springfield 
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Station; 1874-75 he was supernumerary. His 1 
health still failing, after protracted suffering at ( 
the residence of his brother, near Marshfield, < 
Mo., December 12, 1875, his spirit was released ] 
from its earthly tabernacle to enter into the ] 
mansions of life and glory above. Ilis body .1 
rests in hope in the burying-ground at Saletu 
Church, in Pettis county, Missouri. No more < 
shall we hear his welcome voice calling the 
hosts of Israel to battle, or sinners to repent- 
ance. Brother Wharton was more than an 
ordinary preacher, and was acceptable and use- 
ful in all the fields of labor he occupied. Al- 
though his abilities as a preacher were above 
an average, and his intellectual acquirements 
were quite respectable, the graces of the private 
Christian character shone in him more con- 
spicuously than all e'se. He was a humble, 
sincere, devoted .Christian man, and this, after 
all, is the very highest type of manhood. 
Though his sufferings were protracted and se- 
vere, he bore them all with great Christian 
fortitude. His mind was calm and peaceful. 
He was strong in faith and joyful through 
hope, and when he approached his last end, he 
was ready to go, while the deep, earnest, and 
sincere prayer of his heart was, “Thy will be 
done.” In this he rested calmly and quietly. 
The Christian’s hope and the Christian’s com- 
fort were his, and well did they sustain him; 
and after having performed the work assigned 
him by the great Head of the Church with 
earnestness and fidelity, he died in great peace, 
and rests from his labors. 

G. C. Knowles joined the St. Louis Confer- 
ence in 1851, and received appointments from 
year to year, and went to his work cheerfully, 
:tnd performed it faithfully. He was an ear- 
nest, devoted, laborious minister of Jesus 
Christ. He was a very good man, and a fair 
preacher. He was of a meek and quiet spirit. 
His zeal often surpassed his physical strength. 
Many souls were converted under his ministry. 
For the last two years his health had been very 
much impaired, and he was placed on the su- 
perannuated list; yet his zeal knew no bounds. 
He would preach. Just two weeks before his 
death he occupied the pulpit, and with great 
zeal and energy preached his last sermon. He 
died of pneumonia. The attack was very se- 
vere from the start. He had no fear of death. 
His only regret was leaving his wife and chil- 
dren. He was attended by skillful physicians, 
who did all that could be done for him. But 
the Master called for him. He was universally 
beloved by all who knew him. He was a good 
citizen, and a faithful servant of God. He left 
to the Church and the world the rich treasure 
of an unblemished Christian character. He 
died in great peace at his home near Sarcoxie, 
Jasper county, Mo., April 2, 1876. Had he 
lived until the first of June, he would have 
been forty-six years old. His remains were de- 
posited in the grave-yard near Sarcoxie to 
await the resurrection of the just.

George W. Langhorne was born in the 
county of Warwick, Va., on the 27th day of 
November, 1808. We are unable to give any 
particulars of his life previous to his sixteenth 
year, when he entered the law office of John 
A. Chandler, Esq., of Norfolk, with a view to 
the study of law, which study lie actually began 
in his eighteenth year. God turned him from 
the bar to the pulpit. Worshiping among the 
fervent Methodists of Portsmouth (of which 
his mother was one), he was awakened and 
humbled before the Lord, and, on the 17th day 
of July, 1827, born of the Spirit. He imme- 
diately joined the Methodist Church, and soon 
after felt himself called to preach the gospel. 
Laying aside the thought of practicing law, he 
began to read books of divinity. But he was 
the subject of a tierce conflict. Tempted to 
stifle the conviction of his duty to preach, he 
entered a grocery store as a clerk in August or 
September, 1828; but in the midst of his work 
there, the awful alternative to preach or to per- 
ish seemed always before him. Driven by his 
perplexity and distress to seek counsel, he 
made known his state of mind to Dr. R. A. 
Armistead, a local elder residing in Ports- 
mouth. That good man urged him to end the 
warfare within him by consecrating himself at 



once to the work to which the Holy Ghost had 
called him. He consented to do so, and applied 
for employment to Rev. Henry Holmes, pre- 
siding elder of the district, who sent him, in 
March, 1829, to Camden Circuit. In February, 
1830, he was received on trial into the Virginia 
Conference, and appointed to Amelia Circuit. 
He was ordained deacon in 1832, and elder in 
1835. His earlier work lay in North Carolina 
(with a single exception, and that near the 
State line). He therefore naturally went with 
the North Carolina Conference, when, in 1837, 
the old Virginia Conference was divided into 
two bodies. In the North Carolina Confer- 
ence, lie served with ability and great accept- 
ance one of the smaller and two of the larger 
stations, including New Berne, where a great 
blessing attended his ministry, and friendships 
were formed which were strong and life-long. 
In 1839 he was transferred to Virginia Confer- 
ence, and after a year on Camden Circuit (the 
scene of his “ trial ” ministry in 1829', began a 
career of distinguished service, including two 
terms of four years each as presiding elder, and 
the occupancy of the leading stations in Peters- 
burg, Lynchburg, Richmond, and Norfolk. In 
all these he met with more or less success. In 
some there were great outpourings of the 
Spirit — many seals to his ministry — some of 
them now ministers themselves. His brethren 
honored him four times with election as a del- 
egate to the General Conference. He was a 
frequent speaker in the debates of Conference, 
and always commanded attention, often influ- 
encing decidedly the action of the body. The 
confusions of the war left him comparatively 
unemployed for part of two years, but when 
peace returned, he was solicited to take charge 
of the Alexandria Station. Under his preach- 
ing there, what he esteemed ‘‘the great revival 
of his life” took place. His health, never 
strong, almost failed him in that work, and, 
never altogether recovering, gradually gave 
way during the years 1873 and 1874, while he 
had charge of Farmville Station. Neverthe- 
less, he was averse to laying off the gospel ar- 
mor, and, being appointed to Liberty in the 
winter of 1874, began, with something of the 
vigor of healthier days, his labors there, when 
a sudden and heart-breaking bereavement in 
effect laid at rest his tender and true soul. He 
gave up his place, and allowed his brethren to 
put him upon the superannuated list at the 
Conference of 1875, thus closing an active and 
unbroken ministry of fortv-six years and more. 
Brother Langhorne was a man of marked traits. 
Nature had done much for him. Of agreeable 
and striking person, his manners and bearing 
were courtly and dignified. He was affable, 
hospitable, fond of the company of his breth- 
ren, and popular among them, especially among 
those who knew him well. He was decided 
and uncompromising in his views, intense in 
his convictions, and fearless in the utterance 
and maintenance of them. Naturally high- 
strung and sensitive, and liable to momentary 
sharpness of speech, he was at the same time a 
man of the strongest and tenderest affections. 
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His kindred and friends were loved with a con- 
suming fondness. Especially did this trait man- 
ifest itself in the deep, reverential love he ever 
showed toward his venerable mother, and in the 
hallowed loves of his family circle. No fonder, 
gentler, tenderer husband and father ever lived 
or loved. He was deeply and unfeignedly pious. 
Grace penetrated his whole being when he was 
converted. From first to last, iris worship in 
public and private was solemn and ardent. One 
who knew him best testifies that in forty-one 
years he was never known but once, sick or 
well, at home or visiting, to neglect retirement 
for private prayers. He would find a place 
and a time for it; and the writer of this, in 
common doubtless with many others, has been 
deeply afiected when allowed to be a witness 
of his melting confession, ardent pleadings, and 
holy communions at the throne of grace. No 
man, thrown by chance with him for a single 
evening, could doubt the genuineness and fer- 
vor of his piety. He never knowingly did any 
thing to compromise his religion, and was uni- 
versally respected in his profession. He was 
devoted to Methodism. He knew well and 
highly esteemed its doctrines, usages, and spir- 
it. As a preacher he was unusually powerful 
and successful. He had clear views of the fun- 
damental doctrines of salvation, and these were 
kept clear by his sound experience of the things 
of God. He was a diligent student, reading 
and adding to his knowledge and improving 
his education to a late period of his life. With 
decided forensic ability; a pleasing, graceful 
manner; a clear, ringing voice; no little pathos, 
and a fluent utterance; the wisdom and grace 
hardly ever to exceed forty minutes in the 
length of his sermons — he maintained through 
a long career an unusual acceptableness in the 
pulpit. There was a tendency at times to be too 
polemical, but his native relish was' for sound 
proclaiming of ‘‘the word of reconciliation,” 
and this bore fruit in the salvation of many, 
who will rise in the judgment-day and call him 
blessed. After his retirement from the minis- 
try by superannuation, the health of Brother 
Langhorne rapidly failed. In the month of 
February, 1876, he was laid upon his dying- 
bed. The greatness and sweetness of the grace 
then given him impressed all who beheld it. 
“Not a fear, not a fear,” was his reply when 
asked by his wife if he felt any fear of death. 
When not allowed to see any one but his attend- 
ants, he said: “Tell the friends who call, ‘I 
have fought a good fight; I have finished my 
course; 1 have kept the faith; henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of righteousness 

which the Lord .’” ilis voice failing, he 

eould not complete the triumphant strain. Ilis 
dying exclamation was, “Glory! glory!” faint- 
ly uttered just before he entered his Master’s 
joy, February 3, 1876. 

Benjamin Devany was the oldest member 
of the Virginia Conference. He ended his 
long and eventful life at the residence of his 
son, in the county of Southampton, Virginia, 
on the sixteenth day of May, 1876. He was born 



in Franklin county, North Carolina, March 3, 
1788, and was therefore in the eighty-ninth 
year of his age. Of his boyhood but little is 
known except that he received what was re- 
garded as a liberal education for boys of his 
day, and was early in life converted and called 
to the work of the Christian ministry. He was 
licensed to preach before he was eighteen years 
old, and, wishing to extend his labors beyond 
the limits of his own neighborhood, he offered 
himself to the Virginia Conference at its ses- 
sion held in the city of Norfolk in the winter 
of 1806, and was then and there received on 
trial and sent to labor on Caswell Circuit, with 
Thomas Mann and T. Pinnell as his colleagues. 
The next session of the Conference was held at 
New Berne, N. C., from which he was sent to 
labor on the Mattamuskeet and Banks Circuit 
with John Gibbons and John Humphries. The 
session the next winter was held in the town of 
Lynchburg, Va., where he was received into 
lull connection, and ordained a deacon by Bish- 
op Asburv, who put him in charge of Camden 
Circuit, with John Early, afterward Bishop 
Early, as his helper. In 1809 he was on the 
Rocky Mount Circuit with James Harris. In 

1810 the Conference met in Petersburg, Va., 
where he was ordained an elder bv Bishop 
McKendree, and stationed in Petersburg. In 

1811 he was on the Nottoway Circuit, and lo- 
cated in 1812. While he was on the last-named 
circuit he was married to Miss Dorothy Briggs, 
the daughter of Mr. Charles Briggs, of South- 
ampton county, whose house was one of Bishop 
Asbury’s homes. His marriage was doubtless 
the cause of his location ; not, however, because 
the companion he chose was not suited to the 
new sphere in which she was called to act, for 
she made him an excellent wife, being a lady 
whose mind was stored with varied and useful 
knowledge, which she acquired by observation 
and the reading of many books; but because at 
that time the salary of an itinerant preacher 
was inadequate to the support of a family. 
When the Church had grown larger and strong- 
er, and there was a prospect of his obtaining a 
support for himself and family, he reentered 
the traveling connection, and was a member of 
the Virginia Conference at the time of his 
death. He was a faithful man of God, whose 
preaching was “in demonstration of the Spirit 
and with power.” He preached with the burn- 
ing desire of getting souls converted. He ex- 
pected immediate results, which often followed; 
and he reaped a great harvest, so that in the 
morning of the resurrection he will bring 
sheaves ripe for the garner of heaven. Brother 
Devany was a man of heroic spirit. He was 
not turned aside from the path of duty by even 
such difficulties as would appear insurmount- 
able by many of the present time, for he was a 
traveling preacher when circuits were as large 
as districts are now; when our country was not 
traversed in every direction by railroads; when 
on horseback, with saddle-bags for his wardrobe 
and book-case, mountains must be climbed, 
swamps traversed, and rivers swum. Notwith- 
standing all these difficulties, this hero of the 
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olden time filled his appointment at the church- 
es, at the encampments, and in private houses. 
He labored in this life with the prospect of rest- 
ing in the next. He endured as seeing Him 
who is invisible. God always honors such men, 
and he gave Brother Devany seals and souls; 
the Church honors them, and she gave him po- 
sitions of distinction and trust, for he not only 
filled important circuits and stations in his Con- 
ference, but represented it twice in the General 
Conference. He was also intrusted with the 
oversight of districts, and was probably the first 
presiding elder of the only resident* bishop of 
Virginia, and was instrumental in getting the 
bishop appointed to the first station he ever 
filled. In the death of Brother Devany the last 
link was broken in the chain of worthies that 
connected the Conference of 1806 with that of 
1875. What changes he witnessed ! Then there 
were only two bishops in America (Asburv and 
Whatcoat), seven Conferences, four hundred 
and fifty-two preachers, and one hundred and 
thirty thousand five hundred and seventy mem- 
bers. Note the difference between then and 
now. May we not with gratitude exclaim, 
“What hath God wrought!” in less than the 
life-time of a man? Brother Devany was a 
man of remarkable constitution, so that the 
hand of time seemed to press lightly upon him. 
He retained all of his senses in a most remark- 
able degree. Only his sight was a little defect- 
ive, but not enough so to keep him from read- 
ing, which was a great pleasure to him as long 
as he lived. He did not become morose, as 
some old people do. This may be accounted 
for in part by his almost perfect retention of his 
senses, and the good degree of general health 
that he enjoyed, but mainly by his living in 
constant and close communion with Him whom 
he delighted to serve, and whose presence com- 
forts and cheers in old age as well as in youth. 
During the last three years of his life he fre- 
quently assured the writer that he was trying 
to live in constant readiness for death, and 
talked of death as if he had by faith complete- 
ly disarmed the king of terrors, and rendered 
him powerless to harm his own subject. It was 
well that he thus lived, for he was taken from 
time into eternity with but little warning. On 
the 15th of May, 1876, he attended court at 
Jerusalem, in Southampton county; returned 
home at night apparently as well as he had 
been for years — ate his supper, and retired 
to rest. He was seized during the night 
with a violent fit of colic, and, obtaining no 
relief, breathed his last on the following morn- 
ing. His remains were interred in the family 
burying-ground, on his son’s farm, by the side 
of the road leading from Jerusalem to Frank- 
lin by way of Massenburg’s Mill, where they 
await the transactions of the last day. Thus 
lias passed away another of our number, full of 
years and full of honors.

James B. McKamy was born in Lauderdale 
county, Alabama, February 10, 1823; embraced 
religion June 20, 1843; married Miss I). E. 
Davenport May 5, 1845; was licensed to ex- 
hort in 1840, and to preach, by W. M. McFer- 
rin, August 27, 1847. In Brownsville, Tenn., 
1852, he was ordained deacon bv Bishop An- 
drew, and elder by Bishop Paine, in Jackson, 
Tenn., 1861. October 31, 1872. he was ad- 
mitted on trial into the White River Confer- 
ence, leceived into full connection November, 
1874, and died at his j ost September 27, 1876. 
Brother McKamy was several times employed 



as a supply, but the result of his labors in this 
relation we know not. He was advanced in 
years when he joined the Conference, and 
served hardly four years till the Master called 
him from labor to reward. His education was 
limited; yet he was a good preacher, faithful, 
earnest, plain; was devoted to the Church, a 
lover of her doctrines and usages. He was out- 
spoken in denouncing sin wherever found, was 
zealous in commending experimental religion, 
and warm in his testimony of its personal en- 
joyment. He realized, both in his ministry and 
in his own experience, the Master’s promise, 
“Lo I am with you alway.” Many were con- 
verted under his preaching, and many strength- 
ened in the faith of the gospel. He enjoyed 
richly the religion he preached to others, and 
as death approached was strong in the hope of 
a home where “sickness and sorrow, pain and 
death” are unknown. As his brother repeated 
the Twenty-third Psalm, with a heavenly smile 
upon his face, he quietly fell asleep, to wake no 
more till the trumpet shall rouse his slumber- 
ing dust. He leaves a wife, several children, 
and many relatives, to whom we extend heart- 
felt condolence in this their sad bereavement. 
To his brethren in the ministry we would say. 
Be ye, like Brother. McKamy, also ready for 
the Master’s summons.
